Farmers around the county are 
looking for new sources of in¬ 
come to replace tne azuu.uuu tnat 
will be lost by a reduction in 
tobacco allotments of 213.6 acres 
in 1954, says County Agent Char¬ 
lie Dixon. 

The tobacco allotment for 1954 
for Morgan county has been re¬ 
duced from 2,672.8 acres to 2,- 
459.2 acres, according to the local 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation office. This will 
mean a reduction in tobaccu in¬ 
come of almost $200,009. 

A.S.C. records show that all al¬ 
lotments of .7 acre or more have 
been reduced by .9165 percent. 
This reduction is required by or¬ 
der of the U. S. Secretary of Ag¬ 
riculture. Farmers voted over¬ 
whelmingly to continue the al¬ 
lotment controls and support 

f irices. Under this program the 
aw requires that allotments be 
reduced when the supply exceeds 
the amount being consumed as 
much as it does at present. 

The reduction must be applied 
by each county committee to 
every allotment in the county ex¬ 
cept those of 7 acre or less. These 
small allotments must be re- 
reduced too, when the allotment 
is equal to 25 percent or more of 
the cropland on the farm or lot. 
These figures were obtained from 
Dillard Murphy, chairman of the 
Morgan County A.S.C. Commit-1 
tee. Mr. Murphy was concerned i 
that some farmers thought the | 
cuts were not being applied to all 
farms. He pointed out that the | 
cuts were industry-wide and ap- I 
plied to the big farmer s and

Other crops must be used to 
make up the loss in tobacco in¬ 
come. Pasture improvement and 
more high quality livestock is one ; 
good answer. The beef cow-and- 
calf plan, dairying and sheep of¬ 
fer excellent ways to use the 
pastures. Strawberries will give 
almost as high returns per acre 
as tobacco. Farmers have a ready i 
market for the berries and hun¬ 
dreds of them should put their 
reduced tobacco acres into straw¬ 
berries. 

Planting of beans with straw-1 
berries, the first year is being j 
suggested. About 100 farmers at¬ 
tended a meeting at Salt Lick 
Wednesday night to discuss the ( 
growing and marketing of beans 
in connection with the strawberry 
cooperative program. They expect 
to grow and sell acres or more 
of beans cooperatively this year. 
Morgan farmers interested in this 
crop should see the county agent 
at once. 

Sorghum acreage is expected 
to take a big jump in the county 
this year. Jesse M. Williams plans 
to raise 5ty acres this season. He 
has bought a new mill. 

Farmers who are setting straw¬ 
berries this year, if they can get 
the plants, include Arnold Brown 
of White Oak; Charlie Smith of 
Dehart; Gardner Patrick, Yocum; 
Hobert Cassity, Crockett; Oakley 
Feiguson, Moon; C. S Jackson 
and Harold Rose, Ezel; E. A Ce¬ 
cil, Murphy Fork; Coy Davis 
West Liberty; Lee Skaggs, Crock¬ 
ett. and Jasper Jones, Insko.

j decided to treat the producing 
i strata by the new Hydro-Frax 
process developed by Dow Chem¬ 
ical Co. 

Instead of using explosives, si¬ 
lica particles are forced into the 
strata under pressure to open 
pores through the rock strata to 
let the oil run into the hole. 

Tubing placed in the well three 
weeks ago to pump off the oil 
and test the well, broke after 45 
barrels had been pumped out, but 
new tubing was brought in Sun¬ 
day and is now being used to 
replace the old tubing. As soon 
as it is installed, application of 
the silica particles according to 
the Hydro-Frax process will be 
undertaken. 

Dr. Earl Arnett of Floyd county 
was at Cannel City Monday and 
he and Dr. J. J. Sherman of 
Huntington, one of the associates 
in the company, made the an¬ 
nouncement that the Hydro-Frax 
method would be used. 

This will be the first test of 
the Hydro-Frax process in a well 
in Morgan county, though it has 
been used with considerable suc¬ 
cess in nearby Elliott county in 
the past six months. 

George Finch, driller, said oil 
rose to within 200 feet of the top 
of the 2.095-foot well a few days 
after it was drilled in. 

Meanwhile, Jerry Cooper of 
Caney is moving a rig onto the 
Edw. Holbrook lease at the head 
of Day Branch, south of the new 
well, to commence drilling. Finch 
and associates also will drill a 
second well on the tract at Lunce 
Fork and will move their rig as 
soon as the new well has been 
treated by the new process.

AN ORDINANCE 

PROVIDING FOR A LICENSE 
FOR ALL DOGS WITHIN THE 
CITY LIMITS OF WEST LIB¬ 
ERTY, KENTUCKY 

The City Council of the City of 
West Liberty, Kentucky, does or¬ 
dain as follows: 

SECTION 1. No person shall 
own, keep, harbor or permit to 
remain about his premises within 
the city limits of West Liberty, 
Kentucky any dog unless it to U- 
censed by the city clerk or chief 
of police of the city of West Lib¬ 
erty and unless the dog at all 
times wears a collar and also a 
tag hereinafter provided for. 

SECTION S. On or before July | 
I, 1954 and on or before July 1st 
of each year thereafter the own- I 
er of any dog within the city 
limits of West Liberty. Kentucky 
shall apply to the Clerk of the 
Citv of West Liberty or the Chief 
of Police of said city either or¬ 
ally or in writing for a license 
for each dog owned or kept by 
min. The application aiuin oc ac¬ 
companied by a fee of $1.00 for 
each dog owned and upon pay¬ 
ment of the fee of $1 00 for each 
dog the owner shall be issued a 
tag to be placed on the collar of 
each dog owned by the appli¬ 
cant 

SECTION 3. The Chief of Po- 
I lice or any policeman of the City 
.of West Liberty may. without in¬ 
curring any liability, kill any dog 
which he may find unaccompa¬ 
nied by its owner if the dog is 
not licensed as required by this 
ordinance. 

SECTION 4. Any person who 
violates sub-section 1 or 2 of this i 
ordinance shall be fined $5 00 for I 
every day of violation. 

SECTION 5 All ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in conflict 
with this ordinance are hereby 
repealed. 

SECTION 6. This ordinance 
shall take effect on July 1, 1954
